a housing having a bottom portion and a side portion; 

bottom and side light transmission apertures formed in said bottom and side portions, 
respectively; 

a first imaging window mounted over said fifst bottom light transmission aperture, and a 
second imaging window mounted over said s e cond side light transmission aperture; 

a bottom planar laser illumination and imaging (PLUM) based subsystem mounted within 
said bottom portion of the housing, and producing and projecting a first planar coplanar laser 
illumination beam (PLIB)/ficld (PLIB) and field of view (FOV) through said first bottom light 
transmission aperture and said first imaging window; 
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
